WOULD ORGANIZE 
LABOR IN SOUTH 


Spartanburg, S. C., April 21.— 
(Special.)—G. H. Rose, who says he 
is an organizer sent out by the St. 
Louis Yardmen’s Association, is here 
trying to organize the local railroad 
yardmen into his union. A meeting 
called for tonight was attend by 
about fifteen men, and Rose says 
he postponed perfecting an oran- 
ization until tomorrow. Local frail- 
road employees do not seem to be 
interested. 

Rose says he will go to Atlanta 
from here. 

Rose said the yardmen of St. 
Louis, Chicago and other places are 
cutting loose from the _ railroad 
brotherhoods and forming a sepa- 
rate organization. He says they 


have not decided yet whether they 
will affiliate with the A. F, of L. or 
not. 

The yardmen, he says, feel that 
they have never received the wage 
increases granted other classes of 
railroad employees, and that this 
was the cause of recent strikes in 
Chicago, St. Louis and other centers, 
which resulted in tying up freight 
traffic. He denies that the new or- 
ganization is tainted with radicalism 
but says colored railroad employees 
will be taken in on the same basis 
as white men, though they will be 
given separate lodges.

Over. 00,000 Failed 
To Make True Returns 
Under Revenue Laws 


Washington, April 21.— Despite 
ithe government’s war time appeal 
for tax payments as a patriotic 
duty, more than 300,000 firms and 
individuals failed to make honest 
returns under the revenue law in 
the last two years, the bureau of in- 
ternal revenue announced tonight. 
In a six months’ drive, which ended 
February 1, $19,051,000 in delinquent 
taxes were collected, Commissioner 
Williams reported. 

“The amazingly large number” of 
persons who did not respond to the 
government’s appeal has caused 
treasury officials to consider the 
delinquent tax payment problem a 

rave one. A new round-up of al- 
eged delinquents has been insti- 
tuted to cover the tax period on 
which returns were made rch 15. 

Of the total delinquents, 131,386 
had not paid any income taxes, and 
an additional 44,260 did not pay the 
full amount of taxes due. From 
these two sources approximately 
$11.000,000 was collected. 

Discovery was made also, the re- 
port said, that 164,590 firms had not 
turned over to the government the 
entire amount of the so-called lux- 
ury taxes on sales and admissions. 


O’DELL TELLS HOW HE 
AND WIFE SLEW KNEIP 


Rochester, N. T., April 21.—Sames 
O’Dell and his wife, Pearl, each 
charged with the murder of Edward 
J. Kneip on thé night of January 7 
last, testified in supreme court to- 
day at the trial of O'Dell. Mrs. 
O’Dell was excused before she told 
of the killing of Kneip, on the 
ground that further testimony 
would affect her defense when she 
herself came to trial. 

O'Dell described how Kneip was 
handcuffed to a tree, while Mrs. 
O Dell attacked him with a file, 
of their dragging the body to a cul- 
wert nearby. When they returned 
to the scene later, he said, Kneip 
got up and struck him. He felled 
Kneip with a clu then. said. 

Mrs. O’Dell previously had testi- 
fied that Kaeip attacked her after 
giving her drugged candy.

Mexican Embassy Con- 
firms Report That Gov- 
ernor of Zacatecas Has 
Also Allied Himself 
With Revolutionists. 


Washington, 
from Mexico, 


April 21.—Reports 
official and unoffi- 
cial, today emphasized the growing 


strength of the revolutionary move- 
ment led by the state of Sonora. 
Advices from private sources sald 
two new states, Hidalgo and Tlaxa- 
acla, supported by their legislatures 
and state troops, had joined in the 
secession movement. Other dis- 
patches told of scattering, but 
strong additions to the revolution- 
ists led by General Arnolfo Gomez, 
Rodolfo Gallegos, Albundiox Gomez 
and Amaro Durango. General Ar- 
nolfo Gomeg was said to have occu- 
pied Tuxpan with 3,000 men and to 


center of Mexico's oll region. 

The Mexican embassy issued a 
formal statement on the situation, 
declaring the revolution to be only 
a local movement. The statement 
added, however, that if the seces- 
sion movement should spread, it 
would result in “the stoppage of 
business, curtailment of wealth and 
international commerce, and the in- 
definite postponement of the for- 
eign debt.” 

The embassy said the only state 
governors sympathizing with the 
rebellion were Governor Enriquez 
Estrada of Zacatecas, and thé gov- 
ernor of Michoacan. This was the 
first confirmation received here that 
the Zacatecas governor had joined 
the revolutioAists and his accession 
is regarded as important, owing to 
the important position of his state. 

Another statement from the em- 
bassy said General Benjamin Hill, 
campaign manager for General 
Obregon, who is a candidate for the 
presidency, and ig siding openly 
with the revotutinista, had been 
wounded in a battle at Contreas, in 
which the rebel forces 
feated. 

The senate committee investigat- 
Ing Mexican relations today sum- 
moned General Salvador Alvarada, 
who was governor of Yucatan for 
Carranza during the Hennequin con- 
troversy, and who is now in Wash- 
ington, to appear before it Tues- 
day. 

FLORES IN COMMAND 
AT CULIACAN. 

Nogales, Ariz., April 21.—General 
Flores is in complete command at 
Culiacan, capital of Sinaloa, and un- 
opposed by Carranza forces, accord- 
ing to official information given out 
at Sonora military headquarters 
here today. : 

Sonora officials also said they had 
received confirmation of the report 
that General Arnolfo Gomez cap- 
tured Tuxpan, in the state of Vera 
Cruz, and was marching on Tam- 
pico, after indorsing the Sonora se- 
cession. 

General Flores is concentrating 
his forces at Cullacan preparatory 
to attacking Mazatlan, west coast 
seaport. Reports say that Carranza 
forces were also being concentrated 
at Mazatlan, and that a siege of the 
city might be necessary. 
COMMISSION NAMED 
TO SETTLE DIFFERENCE. 

Agua Prieta, Sonora; April 21—A 
commission named by the Mexican 
congress is en route to Sonora to 
attempt to adjust differences be- 
tween the revolutionary state and 
the national government, according 
to unofficial advices made public 
here today by Francisco Elias, a 
leader of the Sopora movement, 
against President Carranza. It was 
said the commission was due at La- 
redo, Texas, today.

Caillaux Makes | A tlanta Woman Killed , 
By Storm Which Cost 
150 Lives in South 


Dramatic Appeal, 
Then Collapses 


By Edwin Hallinger. 

Paris, April 21.—“Oh, my 
leagues, judge me: judge me!” 

With his arms upraised in a ges- 
ture of resignation, Joseph Caillaux, 
ex-prémier of France, shouted this 
dramatic ending to his great appeal 
to the senate high court of justice 
this afternoon and then collapsed 
into the arms of his counsel. 

The lawyer seized Caillaux in his 
arms, drew the accused politician’s 
head to his breast and hugged him 
hysterically while the audience, un- 
able, longer 4 restrain the emotions 
aroused by’ the intense fervor of 
Caillaux’s plea for his life and 
honor, burst into cheers. : 

The tumult of voices continued 
above the clanging of the sheriff's 
bell, which corresponds to the 
American gavel, while Caillaux’s de- 
fender, still holding the limp figure 
of the once great man of France, 
stroked the bald head and murmured 
words of assurance. 

The cheers may not have meant 
sympathy for Caillaux: they seemed 
to be but a spontaneous outburst of 
emotions stirred by the outpouring 
of the former prime minister's soul. 

After pleading for a full hour, 
employing every device of eloquence, 
of which he is an admitted master, 
and exploiting to the full every in- 


col- 


herent dramatie possibility of the 


situation, Caillaux suddenly ceased 
speaking. The silence shrieked. 

For a moment he stood there, ex- 
hausted, his white hands gripping 
the red plumb rail, his head drooped 
toward his bosom, his shoulders 
crushed inward. 

Then, just as suddenly as he had 
stopped, he broke forth again, with 
almost hysterical fervor. ; 

His Final Appeal. 

“Oh, my colleagues! Oh, my col- 
leagues!” crashed. on the stillness. 
Hip face was rateed,; reveating flash- 
ing eyes and burning cheeks; his 
arms stretched forth in supplication 


as the final appeal to be spared the 


lot of a traitor to France began to 
pour from the eloquent lips. 

“I have never had a single thought 
contrary to the interests of France. 
Never, never, never in my whole 
life. My heart has been ever de- 
voted to her—my country. I never 
tried to separate her from her al- 
lies: never, never, never! 

“T shall not so lower myself ag to 
profess my innocence. Look at me: 
doesn't my whole being bespeak it? 

“It is not possible that there is 
sufficient injustice in this senate to 
condemn me. 

“Oh, my colleagues! 
Judge me!” 

For an instant the chamber was 
stunned by this blow to the senses. 
Then the explosion came, 

Gallery Cheers Wildly. 

The sheriff frantically clanged his 
bell. The red-robed procureur leaned 
forward demanding silence. Bril- 
liantly uniformed attendants rushed 
througkK the galleries, their protest- 


ing voices-drowned in the tornado 
of cheers .which came with particu- 
lar strength from the press gallery. 

It is difficult to convey the re- 
action that fractured the senate’s 
wonted order for the moment. 

But if you have ever sat in the 
rear of Billy Sunday’s tabernacle, 
studying the play of emotion in 
thousands of hearts, you may have 
a vague idea of what it was like 
today. Some of those pedple who 
cheered Caillaux are avowedly 
against him—want him to be shot 
by soldiers of France to avenge the 
wrong they believe he accomplished 
during the war. | , 

The demonstration was too wild 
to last long. When it was over the 
people began to file out, seeming 
dazed by what they had just gone 
through. 

Madame Calllaux did not attend 
the session.

DISARMING OF CZECHS 


JS DEMANDED BY JAPS 


Harbin, Manchuria, April 21.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Japanese 
authorities in Manchuria have de- 
manded that all Czech troops in 
this country be disarmed. This de- 
cision is a result of the recent 
clash between Czech and Japanese 


troops at Hallar, a village near the 
Siberian frontier.

| Subcommittee of Senate In- 


terstate Body to 


By John Glelasner. 

Washington, April 21.—A subcom- 
mittee of the senate interstate com- 
merce committee, at hearings be- 
ginning Thursday will endeavor to 
ascertain the true situation with 
regard to the -coal supplies of the 
country, with the object of devising 
measures to stabilize the industry. 

Operators and others will be asked 
about the price advances to result 
from wage increases granted 
miners; whether coal famines are 
likely, and what can be done to 
spread the demand for coal more 
evenly over the years. It is ex- 
pected also charges and counter- 
mere es about profiteering will be 
aired. 

Measures introduced by. Senator 
Frelinghuysen, of New Jersey, will 
be considered. These would provide 
for appointment of a federal coal 
commissioner; terminate federal 
control of the coke and coal indus- 
tries and grant a preferential | 
freight rate on coal shipments dur- 
ing warm months. 

Preferential Freight Rate. 

The preferential feright rate has 
been urged by various agencies of 
the government and the eoal com- 
mission which considered miners’ 
wages. It would reduce freight rates 
on coal between April 1 and August 
31 by 15 percent. This, it is argued, 
would stimulate the buying of coal 
during months when there is much 
idleness at the mines and would en- 
courage the storing of fuel supplies 
during thesummer. The interstate 
commerce commission would be em- 
powered to adjust the rates. 

The federal coal commissioner pro- 
11870 would receive a salary of 

10,000 a year, and would maintain 
offices in, Washington. He would 
investigate wages and working con- 
ditions of miners and have data 
available for wage adjustment nego- 
tiations. The commissioner’ would 
also be instructed to determine the 
feasibility of a zoning system, pre- 
scribing the distance coal might be 
hauled from the mines. . He would 
have power under the law to sub- 
poena witnesses and examine books 
and properties. 


Price Advances. 


Indications of general price ad- 
vances are furnished from question- 
naires sent all leading railroads. 
They report coal will cost them from 
25 cents to $2 a ton more and it is 
estimated the total railroad fue 
bill will be increased by $100,000,000 
annually which, of course, the pub- 
lic will — 

The public will pay also at least

was the toll of the tornado which 
swept over portions of Alabama, 
Mississippi and Tennessee yester- 
day, according to incomplete re- 
ports received today from. the 
stricken areas. 

Fifty-four dead were reported 
from Marion, Winston and Frank- 
lin counties, Alabama; 129 from 
Jasper, Monroe, Madison, Lauder- 
dale and Neshoba counties, Missis- 
sippi, and three in Maury county. 
Tennessee. 

Appeals for aid were received 
here from many small towns and 
settlements. Red Cross relief par- 
ties were organized and plans made 
to rush food and tents to hundreds 
of people whose homes had been 
destroyed. 

Communication was still impair- 
ed, but authentic information to- 
day was that the disturbance had 
wrought the greatest havoc in the 
three counties of Alabama just 
north of Birmingham. The tornado 
apparently struck first at Guin, 
Ala., and then zigzagged through 
northwestern Alabama, eastern 
Mississippi and southern Tennessee. 

Toll of Death. 

The death toll in yesterday’s tor- 
nado in Mississippi, Alabama and 
Tennessee follows: .

They were greeted with cries of

to obtain the release of John Gru- 
nau, president of the Chicago Yard- 
men's associaion, from Joliet jail 
on bond, had not succeeded. 

Murphy, waving an American 
flag, took the floor to declare he 
“would not fight the American gov- 
ernment.” He was greeted with 
cat-calls and hisses. 

Union leaders declared after the 
meeting they were helpless to or- 
der the men back to work. 

A police lieutenant declared the 
meeting adjourned after the strike 
leaders had been refused a hearing. 
He annuonced that no “rump meet- 
ing” would be permitted, and the

“When I hear people say that 


America won the war,” said Sir 


George Paish, speaking the other 
day, according to a news dispatch, 
before a large audience in Queen’s 
hall, London. 

And there Sir George paused, 
finally finishing his sentence, not in 
the way that is generally supposed 
to be popular among English folk, 
not in the way his audience ex- 
pected him to finish it, but with 
two words, delivered with empha- 
sis and that carried a surprise to 
his countrymen: “I assent!” 

More than that, “I go farther,” 
Sir George went on to say— 


“I pay that 
the women of America. In the 
years of food shortage it was the 


‘American women who made it pos- 
‘sible for us to have enough food 


to go round. American women ate 


maize that we might eat wheat.“ 
Sir George Paish is one of Great 
Britain’s foremost publicists, on 
international authority on econo- 
mics and an intense patriot, who 
played an important part in aiding 
his country and the allies to “carry 
on” throughout the world war. 
What he says has weight; and it 
is gratifying that a man of Sir 
George’s influence and position in 
Great Britain should stand before

TO GET A LINE ON MARS. 
On April 23, and thereabouts, the 


planet Mars will be as near to the 
earth as that red sun-circler ever 
comes. 
On that date Professor David 
Todd, of Amherst university, pro- 
poses to ascend a distance of nine 
miles in a balloon and try to solve 
the mystery of the alleged Martian 
“signals.” * ba 
The great telescopes of the world 
will also be trained on the planet 
and there may be developments to 
“astonish’ the natives.” 
At least, better results are hoped 
for than have ever been obtained 
in the long years of astronomical 
research. 
More theories have been ad- 
vanced about Mars and more books 
written as to the probability of 
lite there, similar to that on this 
earth, than about any other planet. 

Recently we were told that the 
moon may be inhabited, but the 
statement created very little in- 
terest, the general belief being that 
that nearby luminary has for ages 
been too dead to stage a come-back 
— cold, almost to the center. 

But though Professor Antonadi, 
and others, have done their best 
to demonstrate that Mars is not

Hence the hope that some evi- 
dence of it may yet be gained. 

The late Professor Lowell’s 
books on Mars are as popular to- 
day as they were when he first 
startled the world with his theories 
as to an even higher intelligence 
existigg there, due to a race of 
superior beings. He had the cour- 
age of his convictions and suc- 
ceeded in silencing many of his 
critics. 

So the world’s interest in Mars 
never flags. It turns all sides to 
the Sun; it has snowcaps, and ver- 
dure; it is seemingly swept by 
dust-storms, and while its atmos- 
phere is thin and cold, why should 
it not be possible for it to sustain 
animal life? 

It has certainly been cutting up 
queer capers in far away space 
from the days when ancient star- 
gazers sought to chronicle its move- 
ments and endowed it with all the 
attributes of a war god! 

Let us hope that Professor Todd 
will be fortunate enough in his 
high observation flight to gather 
more definite information of a 
world that seems akin to ours.

HEALTH TALKS.

UNROMANTIC HTGIENE—3. 
The Harm Done By Physic. 

An adult who had suffered for 
years with an annoyance attributed 
to irritability of the bladder—an 
abnormal] fréquency which at times 
became a handicap—discovereg at 
last what was the matter. The pa- 
tient had consulted numerous phy- 
Sicilians and urologists, none of 
whom was able to determine the 
cause or nature of the trouble. 
Finally the patient’s family physi- 
cian happened to mention the un- 
toward or by-effects of the physic 
habit, which remark prompted the 
patient to speak of a habit of tak- 
ing every night an “herb” physic, 
a habit which had been followed for 
just about the duration of the blad- 
der trouble. The “herb” tablets 
contain a good dash of aloes, to- 
gether with the other horse medi- 
cines which make up practically all 
“liver pills” and “herb” teas and 
such unk — jalap, colocynth, a 
sprinkle of everything cheap. These 
drugs, unfortunately, are not spe- 
cific in effect; that is, they do not 
merely produce congestion and irri- 
tation of the bowel—and conse- 
quent evacuation or cramp—but 
also they cause irritation of the 
kidneys and bladder and of the 
other pelvic organs in both sexes. 
In this particular instance the with- 
drawal of the daily dose of “herb” 
physic promptly and permanently 
relieved the bladder trouble with 
which the misguided patient had 
suffered several years. 

I somtimes wonder how many 
thousands of drug-taking victims of 
constipation suffer in other ways 
from* their drug habit? The crude 
stuff dispensed in “liver” pills, “veg- 
etable” tablets and “herb” teas un- 
doubtedly produces many symptoms 
which prove obstinate and discour- 
aging, and the ridiculous part of it 
all is that the poor victim of the 
physic habit is quite likely to “try” 
this and that nostrum which pur- 
ports to be good for what he or 
she imagines may be wrong—most- 
ly she. 

A powerful factor in the wide- 
spread physic habit is the fool no- 
tion that a physic somehow clears 
the blood of poisonous matter—a 
notion which is not for a moment 
entertained by an intelligent physi- 
cian or by any one with an ele- 
mentary knowledge of human 
physiology. 

A dose of indiscriminate physic, 
in my opinion, is just a little worse 
than the constipation it is sup- 
posed to overcome. That is to say, 
less harm is done by a failure of 
the bowels to act for a few days 
than by the average physic which 
forces a bowel movement, or by an 
enema. Circumstances rarely arise 
in which a physic or an enema may 
be advisable, but there can be no 
excuse, and certainly there is no 
advantage to health, in the habit 
of resorting to such artifices nearly 
every day. a 

Castor oil, senna (as in castoria), 
and similar drugs fed to tender in- 
fants impair the physiological co- 
ordination of the digestive processes 
which normally takes care of bowel 
function, and thus a oy ot 
condition is established by fgur- 
atively throwing a monkey wrech 
into‘the human machinery. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Rings. 

I have rings around my eyes and 
would like to know what caused 
them. I get from seven to eight 
hours sleep every night, thank you. 
(A Young Boy.) 

ANSWER—If you want to thank 
me, my boy, take at laest nine hours 
sleep every night. Also take a pint 
of fresh milk, with some crackers 
or bread and butter, every night be- 
fore going to bed. 

Pacifier Habit. 

My baby is a year old. While he 
eats well, he is pale and weighs 
only 211-2 pounds, seems cross, and 
wakes several times every night. 
He has a pacifier. Are they harm-| 
ful? (Little Mother.) 

ANSWER—Pacifiers are harmful 
in many ways. You do not mention 
what the baby’s diet has been. By 
all means feed him fresh milk, meat 
proths, fruit juices, and the pulp 
of stewed vegetables, strained 
through a sieve.

PUBLISHERS WARNED 
TO CONSERVE PAPE 


F rank Glass Predicts That 
Worse Conditions Are 
Still to Come. 


New York, April 21.—Frank P. 
Glass, president of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ association, 
gave warning at the annual conven- 


tion today that newspaper publish- 
ers must make further conservation 
of newsprint paper if they were not 
to have a worse time next fall and 
winter than they had in the last 
six months. 

“It cannot be denied,” he said, 
“that the ublishers themselves 
were responsible for yielding tothe 
great demand for paper ,and that 
they have created this skyrocket 
auction market 5 bidding against 
each other, by willingness to take 
the volume of advertising offered 
no matter how small the margin of 
profit, nor should publishers think 
the worst is over, that the situation 
will be cured by this summer’s im- 
proved output of paper, or the new 
machines coming into tha market.’ 

Calling attention to the recem- 
mendations of the November con- 
vention for restriction of advertis- 
ing, Mr. Glass said: 

“The acceptance of the whole 
truth was not so rapid and general 
as to curtail the wild spot market. 
It has been only in the last two 
months that many papers have been 
forced by weather and railroad con- 
ditions as well as by price, to see 
their duty and to make radical re- 
strictions in the volurre of adver- 
tising.” \

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SENATOR FAVORS 
SULDIER RELIEF 


Mr. Harris Would Give Al- 
lies’ Certificates to For- 
mer Service Men. 


Americus, Ga. April 21.—(Spe- 
clal.) —Certifleates of indebtedness 
held by the United States bceause 
of loans to the allies, should be 
given as war bonuses to ex-service 
men, according to Senator William 
J. Harris. 

Commenting upon the public 
statement that he had glven a non- 
committal reply in a previous let- 
ter, Senator Harris has just written 
John G. Holst, adjutant of John D 
Mathis Post, American Legion, ex- | 
plaining fully his attitude toward 
the granting of proper relief to ex- 
service men. In his opinion the 
wounded, and those with depen- 
dents, should come first in any form 
of bonus plan that may be adopted 
by congress. 

The giving of certificates of in- 
debtedness of the allies to foriner 
service men, Senator Harris says, 
wSuld not mean either increased 
taxes or a bond issue. Those busi-

Confers in Atlanta 


C. P. Burgess, national director of 
the American committee for Near 
East relief, passed through the city 
Tuesday en route from Des Moines, 
Iowa, to New York. He was met 
at the train by F. V. Dennison, di- 
rector in Georgia for the American 
committee, and other workers for 
the cause who held a brief confer- 
ence at the train. 

Mr. Dennison, who has recently 


returned from the national confer- 
ence in Des Moines, lowa, said: 
“Fifty million dollars for Near 
East relief was the sum given out 
by Charles V. Vickrey, general sec- 
retary of the Near East relief, as 
the total received and administered 
to date by Americans for the relief 
of suffering in the Near East, and 
$12,000,000 was reported by the state 
secretaries in conference in Des 
Moines, as the amount secured to 
date in the Near Hast campaign. 


Campaign te Continue. 


“The campaign will continue un- 
til each state has raised her quota,” 
Mr. Dennison said, and that will be- 
come more more largely contributed 
when we are able to show what is 
being accomplished by American re- 
lief money in the Near East. 

“Our first and most difficult work 
has been to make our surveys in 
the stricken countries, find shelter 
for wandering people and house the 
starving and dying children, who 
have lost their parents or been sep- 
arated from them. We have had to 
feed the people, and reinstate their 
hopes for they had become almost 
hopeless. 

“From now on we will be able 
to establish reconstruction meas- 
ures in aiding these people, and re- 
port to people in this country just 
what is being accomplished by their 
aid.” 

Asked about Georgia’s contribu- 
tion so far, Mr. Dennison said that 
Georgia’s quota was $300,000, and 
that about $75,000 of that amount 
had been subscribed. He said the 
campaign was being pushed in 
Georgia by the state chairman, C. 
A. Rowland, of Athens, and that the 
first counties to go over the top 
were Lowndes, Barrow and Cal- 
houn.

Georgia Railway and 
Power Company Also 
Seeks 20 Per Cent In- 
crease in Light and Pow- 
er Rates. : 


Application was filed by the 
Georgia Railway and Power Com- 
pany with the state railroad com- 
mission yesterday for permission to 
charge an 8-cent street car fare in 
Atlanta and suburbs except Deca- 
tur and College Park. Increased 
fares are asked for on the Stone 
Mountain line and approximately 
20 per cent increase in lighting and 


power rates. 

Permission is also asked to in- 
crease the gas rate in Atlanta to 
$1.65 per thousand cubic feet and in 
the suburban communities, such as 
Decatur, East Point and College 
Park to $1.90 per thousand. The 
company not long ago filed a peti- 
tion asking permission to reduce the 
quality of gas on account of the 
shortage of gas oil. This petition 
is still pending before the com- 
mission. 

The rate increase petition was 
forecast some days ago, when, fol- 
lowing a meeting of the company's 
board of directors, officials of the 
company issued a statement indicat- 
ing their intention of asking for 
increases in all departments of 
service, citing the increase in cost 
of materials and labor as the basis 
reason for the advances.

Lighting Charges. 

Under the proposed increased 
schedule residence lighting in At- 
lanta would be charged for on a 
graduated scale with a maximum of 
9.99 cents per kilowatt hour for the 
first 100 kilowatt hours per month.
